The meeting was called to order with Mayor Palmer presiding.

The Mayor announced this meeting was called for the purpose of finally
passing an ordinance amending the Minimum Housing Standards Code; for passing an
ordinance placing the administrative responsibility for enforcing the Minimom
Housing Standards Qrdinance in the Building Inspector, through its second reading;
for introducing and passing through the first reading an ordinance amending Chap-
ter 14 of the Austin Building Code to provide minimum ceiling heights of from
5' o T'; changing the name of the Greater East Austin Committee to CITIZENS
ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR COMMUNITY DEVEDOPMENT; and accepting the high bid for
houses located at 314 E. 16th and 309 E. 18th.

Mayor Palmer brought up the following ordinance for its third reading:

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 1%4.17 OF THE AUSTIN
CITY CCDE OF 195k, SO AS TO MAKE THE MINIMUM STAND-
ARDS FOR DHELLING UNITS UNIFORMLY APPLICABLE THROUGH-
OUT THE CITY; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.
